INTRODUCTION . 7 STAT 

The 100 Universities Program was first proposed by the Office of Personnel 
in 1963. It was originally conceived [ae a recruitment technique. 
Its purpose was to make better known on the bass of America the very 
existencd of CIA end its mission and role in Government, to illustrate the 
vast range of vocational opportimities in the Agency. 

The technique was to hold each year a series of off«the«record dimer 
meetings at selected Universities of a small mumber of prominent faculty 
members and the Placement Officer. Agency speakers have been senior Agency 
officials. 

Our hope was to create a favorable and interested attitude toward the 
Agency which would lead te suggestions thet Lilely students would be induced 
to consider careers with CIA or would receive fevorable anewers if they | 
inquired about CIA when seeking career guidance. 

The number of gueste has been kept to an average of 15 to 20 with » 
maximum of 25, but like the stone thrown into the millpond, we hoped for an 


expanding though diminishing ripple effect.

The feedback in 1963 indicated imediately that we had far more than 
a recruitment tacticeo=aye Meay had a means of ae the record on @ 
lot of misinformation which = been published about the Agenoy and of 
“pulilding public understanding and respect for the oe without the risks 
Se overt public relations program, 

In summary, campus reaction has been good. Our speakers have ore 
well received, sudience comment hae been favorable. In terns of recruitment 
value, a number of directly attributable referrals have been bog and the 
intangible reoruitment benefits are believed to have been considerable. I 
night « eay that, in one sense, these benefits were perhaps greater in 1963 when 
there was mmoch less information about CIA in the public domain and mich less 


interest in, but more curiosity about, the Agency than there is today. 
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In the ae of general Agency public relations, I think our sas to 
exploit every opportunity to build our image is perhaps rreater than ever and 
I, for one, fully support this program as one means of doing so. 

tevecdeisss: — Fall I asked that the program be shifted from the 
-Fall to the Spring of the year. My reason was thet the arranging and 
escorting eons involved serlously impinged upon our "prime" campus recruitment 
time for the Career Trainee program. Spring has historically been a relatively 
slack time for our professional recruiters and the change in timing of the 
100 Univergities program appeared sensible end reasonable. 

Now I have suypested that the Agency consider dropping the program this 
Spring entirely. My reasons are these: 

First, we have very heavy and unueual recruitment requirements 


' right now. They are as follows:

(a) The DDP Lateral mntry Program/which tx we plan to Xone 


launch a special advertising program on the 26th of February. This 
is a very specialized recruitment job requiring prompt response by 


our field recruiters wherever they may be. 
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(o) A threatened, although not positively predictable as yet, 
shortfall in Career Trainse candidates for this calendar coe Without 
seat special efforts throughout the next five mebthe, we wick 
are very doubtful that we will be able to meet the October class 

' quota. Whether or not we will be able to meet the duly ‘quota is in 
the eatanes right now, jmcde but the ent is Af-fy" enough that 
we feel we cannot relax our efforts. I'M pretty sure thot we'll meet 

both quotas but it will take herd work. 

(c) We have our normal cyclical Spring push tox eiteial and 

stenographic personneleag catiesanl which in the past has required the 
use of our professional recruiters. You ALL know the consequences 
of a shortage in these areas! 
My SECOND senate is the nationwide exploitation by radical, or at least 
disaffected student groups which is currently greeting the appearances on 
campus of CIA and other. Government eae prominent Government officials 


assoclated with Vietnam. It is my fear that som, or even one, of our 


100 Universities appearances might become the target for etudent demonstrations. 


This could lead to identification in the public press of our 
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faculty guests, resulting in great embarrassment to them and even, possibly, 


professional injury. 


' As a further example, STAT 
/One of our University Associates has confided in me his fear that 


his association with CIA, if exposed, would prevent his obtaining a 
Foundation grant for overseas research during his coming Sabbatical year. 


In addition, any suck incident would inevitably lead to a rehash, at 


least in the local press, of all of the past.and current controversies — 


about CIA.
